(San Krandsco, Calif-Ï - "We Have 
Overcomo — can ynu hear it We Have 
Üvercome. rr said the final group of handi- 
capped and disabled people retuming from 
Washington, some with wide smites, others 
with lingering tears, bunched together in the 
airport lobby, 

M We Have Overcome. r they sang to the 
depths of their hearts, just as their counter- 
parts had snng that same tune before onding 
their triumphanl 20-day sit-in. 

It was their unoffidal theme song, once o 
source, of hope and inspiration, now trans- 
forrned tö coincide with their iremendcms 
victory, just as their powerful protest will soort 
tronsform the face of America. 

In Iruth, the whedchair-confined and 
disabled people who successMly look on the 
dedeml government — occupying the Health, 
Kducation and Welfare (HEWT offices in San 
Francfeco for nearly four weeks, white sending 
a dele gal ion to Washington. D.C., to directly 
confront their öppressors — had overcome, 
and, indeed. their message was haard ucross 
the land. 

On Thtirsday. April 28, HEW SccreUxry 
Josepb Califano, aigned into law the far- 
reaching Sectio» 504 of the Vocational 
Hehubilitadon Act of 1973, ihu$ barring 
discrimination against disabled people in all 
buildings and facilities receivjng fcderal funds. 

The signing nf the long-dolayed im p lemen- 
taüon regulations was the significant victory 
the hiindicapped and disabled had sought in 
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FREEDOM? 

Even m the aftennath of the 
tremendnus, inspiring victory 
won b> the bArtdicapped and 
disabied pretesters — who have 
truly tuughi us all something new 
abojt the aw esome “power of the 
people“ — one statement made 
by the appoaition lingers, a 
haiinUng omen for our struggles 
ahead.

The pand, nll three women 
judge* assigned to the Dokland- 
PiedmonL Municipol Court. inves- 
ligated the uflcrmnth of the 
incident in which 52 women 
inmates were forced to shift to the 
üreystone maximum security sec- 
tion following the disUirbnnce, 



A three-judge panei has found

displacing 52 men who were 
moved to othcr qu ariërs.

Wilh regurd U> the regular 
women ’s quum rs m the county 
juil h the judge* found a severe 
shortage of women dcpiilies and 
a huk of on-the-job training, 
reported the Oakland Tribune.

paign 10 heen me the fïrst Black 

muyor of Oakland, popular Judge 
Linnel Wilson haa won the 
boeking of his fermer opponent, 
Chicane City Councïlmon Joe 
Coto. 

Coto. who fintahed tlurd in the 
recent April 19 nominating doe* 
tion wilh close to IQ.üOÜ votea, 
told a crnwded press conference 
last week he would be avnUable to 
do procinct walking for Judge 
Wilson. if 90 requested. 

He added thnt he w r as unde^r no 
politica! pressure whatsoever to 
support the bÖ-yeor-nld jurist, 
and that there w r as never atlV 
doubt in his mind about the 
Wilson endorsement. 

Judge Wilson. who topped the 
muninating elections with over 
31.000 votes, siightly % ove>> 
o.tlOO more than his nearest 
cballenger and good for per 
cent of all volos cast, w r elcomed 
Dito's endorsement, comment- 
ing: 

"I’d like lo convey my sincere 
appredulion tf> Joc? for his 
endorsement. Jt 's one of the most 
significant we have received 
durmg the course of the cam¬ 
paign, As an Oakland city coun- 
cilman and as a mayoral candi- 
date, Joe has always 
strated his independente. 

'’Joe's activa campaign and his 
soliqitatïon of voter support 
thmugh personal contact were 
ad mi red and respected by my 
campaign durïng the course of 
the primary election. 

"Joe's support w\\\ make a 
very special statement to the 
voters of Oakland. fn the next few* 
weeks, as 1 walk pree in cis and 
activoty campaign, I look forward 
lij meeting these who voted for 
Joe in the primary. And t look 


and their support." 

Wilson faces Republican busi¬ 
nessman David Tucker in the 
May 17 runoffs, whom he recenl- 
ly proposed to debate in a 
hard-hitdng challenge. Tucker 
hns accepted theuffer, dedinïng. 
howevér, to debate Wilson direet- 
|y, saying that he wül only answ r er 
questions trom reporters. 

Tucker is the right-wlng, "law 
and order" candidate in the race, 
and h ini played upon hystericnl 
fears of crime with a bogus plan 
to put 150 more pollcemen on city 
streets. Critics. as well as impor- 
tjnl observers,, have auacked 
Tucker's plan as excessive and 
nanfunctional. both in terms of 
mnnpowèr needs as w B ell as 
finenciElly 

In contrast to his opponent's 
narrow campaign and perSOtudity 
aiiiicks, Judge Wilson has ropeai- 
edly focused on the issues, 
raising serlous quesüons and 


deal with the problems affccrtiiig 
the quality of life in this unique 
port city of some 377,000 — a 
majority of whom are minorities.

Ho «riU work to 
develop a rntidciTi döy tndustnal 
park conducive te atiracling and 
mainuining job-stimubting in- 
dustry in our city.

The Confederate Congres» 
passet! a resolution which 
branded Black tnaips and their 
officers in thi j Union Army as 
criminBls, The Resolution, 
which went into effect on May 3. 
1&63, doomed captured Fïlack 
soldiers to deüLh or slavery, 

May 1 - 3,1866 

On May 1-3, 1866. there was a 
race Hot ïnMemphis.Tennessee. 
Forty-six Black people and two 
White liberels were killed and 
abnuL 7fi wounded. Ninety 
homes, twelve schools and four 
churehes were hurned. 

May 1,1867 

As a result of the southem 
Reconst niet ion efforL many 
Black schools and umversities 
w F ere f tiun ded, P rom inent 
among these was Howard Uni- 
versity which opened on May 1, 
1867. Talladega College, olso 
opened in 1867 along with 
Atlanta University, was chart- 
ered at Lhe same time,

problem is school desegregation

Clarence Nicholas, chairman of 
the RTCO, said ihöL as many us 
250 out of a total of 866 Black 
teachers showed up for work on 
the second day of the strike, up 
from 210on the first day. 

School officials said aEI of the 
Black teachers at the predomi- 
nanlly Black, Jackie Robinson 
School, where Nicholas teaches, 
showed up for work on the initial 
strike day,April 7, Most RJack 
teachers at Pul ton and Ediaoti 
junior high schools, in the hCEirt 
of the northside Black crnmou- 
nity, alao reported on the first 
day. The MTEA said it considers 
Fulton ' h a scab school" and is 
making no cffort to picket there.

As the second day of the strike 
begon, school officials said that 
756 teachers and 89 substitute 
teachers croased the lines. Ah 
though teacher attendance rosé 
with cach strike day, the mimber 
of student» showing up at school 
conti mied lo decreaso. Some 
6,700 of the system r s 110,000 
pupils were in school on the 
second day of iho strike. 

Nicholas says the Black Caucus 
wants to show the public thot the 
MTEA is nol look in g alter the 
best interest» of Black teachers. 

Nicholas reported ihat various 
teachers have cal led Caucus 
mombers, jjicluding liimself. to 
let tb om know what might happen 
because of their refusal to 
support the strike. One White 
southside teacher, who had 
erussed the picket lino» in a 1975 
teachers 1 strike, ca lied Nicholas a 
day before the* strike» to teil hlm of 
posaibk- MTEA goon squnds that 
“may do nnytbing. 

ïn on 'Open Letter To The 
Black ParenLs," published by the 
Milwaukee Courier. a White 
teacher who opposed tho MTEA 
strikt* wrote: 



Black teackers are ixnaring White piek ets otitside Miheaakee schools. 


"The finst reason for the strike 
is berause of the transfer clause. 
The White teacher» who teach fn 
the outlying lily-White schools 
(and there are stitl many of theml 
do nol want lo be transferred into 
the inner city schools to teach 
Black children. 

“They claim they cannot teach 
Black children. !f this is so, it's 
bec&use of the halred and subtle 
racist remarks the White teachers 
have imposed upon the Black 
children If the Black parents 
could observo, undetected, th^ 
conduct of some of these bigoled 
White teachers ioward their 
children, they would be appalled. 
Such remarks are heard daily in 
the lunchrooms, such as they’re 
just stupid.' They're unpleasant 
tn be around.‘ 'they sme!l.‘ etc. 


The other reason for the 
strike is the ctass size. As one 
teacher put it. Tf we must have 
the nigger kids, let it be in less 
numbers! 

Their (Blackl children are 
placet) in ‘behavioral disorder’ 
rooms simply because they're 
Black.

Atlanta Strike Firings Splits Liberal Coalition 

(Atlanta, Ga ) - The month' 


long garbage workers' strike here 
has created a serieus division 
within the Black community and 
the ranks of organized labor. This 
split hu» been prompied primarily 
by the fïring of over 900 suiker» 
by Black Maynr Maynard Jack* 
son. 

Throughout the South, Blacks 
and labor urtited during the civil 
rights pretests of the I960s to 
achieve comnion goals.

- Farm- 
workers seeking inexpeiisivOr' 1 
permanent housing in this area 
recent!y won severol major bat- 
tles w r ith the help of Califomia 
state officials, 

Eight farmworkers' families 
here gained temporary housing at 
a National Guard camp while 
state officials are contimiing their 
effort to convmce Monterey 
County to reopen a state-owned* 
county-run housing camp. The 
families were evicted from the 
camp eight weeks ago by White' 
racist King City officials w^ho aret 
irying to farce the farmworkers 
out of the aren, 

In adjacent San Benito County, 
the board of supervisors reversed 
itsélf and voted to reopen a 
70-umt housing camp in Hollister 
for migrant workerg, This w r as 
done after Steve Y harra, Cali- 
fomïa assis Ui rU secrctary of 
Health and Welfare and a former 
farmworker made an impassioned 
presentation on behaïf of the 
farmworkers. 


In King City, the eight families 
seeking housing were not migrant 
workers but Chicane farmw orkers 
who had föund permanent em- 
ployment in the area, The fami¬ 
lies sought permanent housing to 
Lnsure that their children could 
have ft stable school environment. 

The families justifiably con- 
tend that King City officials want 
to keep them on the move to make 
sure that Mexican-Americans, 
who form the bulk of the state's 
farm labor force, eannot gain a 
politica! and numericaJ majority 
in the area. 

After a temporary housing 
camp was closed off from the 
workers, the families imme- 
diutely built a plywood shack 
outside the siate-owned housing 
units and vowed to stay untïl they 
werc Bllow r ed back in, 

Then, w r hi1e Uie families tra- 
veled to Sacramento to moet with 
the govemor's staff, local officials 
moved in and dismantled their 
temporary home While in Sacra¬ 
mento they slept in Govemor 


Jerry Brown's office One night 
and the next night in the 
conference room of Califomia 
Health and W r eLfare Secretary 
Mado Obledo. 

Obledo then interven ed to 
move the families info temporary 
quartera at Camp Roberts, a 
Naton al Guard training faciiity ïn 
the meantime, Obledo is seeking 
permanent housing or to have the 
present camp reopened. 

In San Benito County, the 
board of supervisors reversed an 
earlier unanimous decision to 
close down a 70-unit housing 
camp by a 3-1 vote. 

Du ring the meeting, two iaw- 
yers From Califomia Rural Logal 
Acüvitiea. Juan Umnge and 
Mado Maldonado, warneet the 
board that unless the housing was 
reopened, they would file suil on 
behalf of the workers.

Intrusive investigaiive methods 
such as wiretapping and bugging 
ure banned and a special prosecu- 
tor is created who is free of ony 
conflicls of interest to inva&tigate 
violations of the Act. 

The bill strikes a blow at thé 
secrecy system by protecting 
"whistleblowers" who could no 
Jonger be firéd from government 
jobs for revealing iUegal mtelli- 
gence activities, ( 

The amounl of Information 
which enn be ebssified is also 
limited by H.R. 6051, thereby 
prevenlmg a repetitiön of the 
Pentagon Papers case 

Badillo believes this legislation 
is crucial since "no intelJigeace 
agency can honestly promutgate 
the regulations that govem it." 
In fact, the New York congress¬ 
man notes, these agendes have 
become a separate bmnch of 
government, with no check £ and f 
balances to assurecivil Hghts and 
liberties for American citizens, 
Domestic intelligence is the 
firsl issue dealt with in the 
seven-litle bill.

Repetition of the CiA's Opera- 
tion Chaos and thé FBI s massive 
collection of files on political 
activists is prohibited by this 
section. according to Civil Liber¬ 
ties Alert, the legisLative new T s- 
fétter of the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU). 

"Freventive action' is also 
banned under Title f. This covers 
such técbmques as forging let¬ 
ters. using agent provocateurs 
and pressuring employers to 
discharge employees.

Research Groups Say C.I.A. lied—Ho Qil Shorlaqe Predicted 


{Washington, D.C.I * Two 
private research groups have 
contradicted a CIA forecast of an 
acute oil shortage in ihe mid-

fhe two report^, oné prepared 
by the Stanford Research Insti- 
tule {SRI) and another by the 
National Economie Research As¬ 
sociates CNËRA), aharply dis- 
ngree with an analysis prepared 
by the CIA President Carter, in 
presenting his energy proposals 
last week, used the CÏA report to 
justify such drastic measures na a 
50 cents a gallon gasoline tax, o 
proposal which has comc under 
sevcré criticism, 

The New York based NE RA 
said tho CÏA had reached ils 
conelusion "by making a pessi^ 
mistic judgement on everr ele¬ 
ment of the situatiën, which in 
itself suggests that things are nol

really as bad as aJl that. 

NEKA went on to say that the 
CÏA report was not the "bomb- 
sheir portrayed by Carter in a 
now s conference last month. 


The CIA report, said the group, 
"is, as it was intended tobe.tt 
handy two-by-four to help the 
President get the alten tion of the 
American public mule." 

The SRI analysis concluded 
that "the w-orld crude oil reserve 
picture is still quite secure/' 

Citing such factors as 3 "reduo 
tion in the growth rate of world 
popuïütion" and the approach of 
energy "soturation" mdeveloped 
nations. the report stated. "For 
these roasöns, there s hou ld be no 
need for international hysteria 
regarding 'dwindling' energy re¬ 
sources.”

Spme of the commdes in the 
Party sent meesagesas Icing me to 
let thom go afler Karenga. but ] 
refuHéd to <fo this Open warfare 
bet ween uï wou ld only harm the 
commumty, whose needs came 
before our desire for revenge. In 
time I knew the community 
wouid deal with Karenga,, and 
eventually it did; a community 
trihurtai was heid in Los Angeles, 
and it foimd hïm guilty of 
decciving the people, 

He had u> leave Los Angeles 
and move his op e rat ion to San 
Diego. Now hts group has foded 
hom the seene. Two of his 
followers we re genteneed to lift* 
impmonment for the murder of 
Bunchy and John, 

Soon after ihis, a man named 
flobert Hall came from Los 
Angel es to see me. I du nol know 
hnw be got m : only ten people 
were permiltcd to visiL me, and 
Hall was not on my list. Neither 
was he one of my attomeys. 
Furthermore, he eame on a 
notmsïting day. 

After the guord came lo my cel] 
and told me I had a visitor, I tried 
lo figure out ul] the way to the 
visiting room who wou ld be com¬ 
ing to see me on a day when visi- 
tors were notallawed. I w as notex- 
pecting any of my la w vers. When 
ï got ihore, I was surprised to 
see a complete stranger. He told 
me he had come to see if there 
was anything he could do to end 
the friciion between Karenga and 
the Black Pan therfi. 

He wantod to bring about u 
truce, he snid, I did not trust him 
— he must have had official 
npproval to he there — and I told 
him Unit if Karenga wantod a 
truce all he had to do was stop 
killing Black Panthers; we hud 


never attacked any of his men. h 
was a short vislt becauise I had 
nothfng more to say, nnd f have 
never seen Hall agoin 

After I had been on lock-up for 
aïx months, the guards began to 
look for cracks, signs of submis¬ 
siën; beis were made about when 
it wouid happen. I ignored the 
probing, which puzzled them 
even more. A gaard approached 
me one day and said. "Most guys 
go nuts after a few weeks in 
solitarv. and you've nlready gone 
si\ months 

"What is it? Dun t you feel any 
sort of lension? 1 üthers begon to 
show- concern for my memal 
and physica! health. When this 
starled, i knew I had mastereö 
them the way 1 had mastered the 
soul breaker. 

To express my cuntempi fnj 
their system 1 wrote au artide 
cnllcd 1 Prison V\ r here Is Thy 
Victory^' . smuggied Ét out with 
visitors. and had it prinled in 
the Black Paniher newspaper. At 
the time. I still was nol permilled 
wntïng matenal — this was 
before the cour! order — but I

managed to WTile the essay and 
see that it reachcd the Party. 

In the article I taunted the 
guards for thinking that because 
a man s body is in prison they 
have won a victory over the ideas 
that inspired his actions. My 
purpose w as lo show contémpt for 
my eaptors and abo to entourage 
coiirageous comrades w'ho were 
continuing the slnjggle J was 
very pleased w hen the article was 
published and the guards gut the 
message 

Nowr. the prison administration 
changed tactics. Convinced al last 
that [ wuuld nut bnw down. ihey 
began lo teil other prisoners that 
the only reason for my persever- 
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ance was a mtstal 
my convictinn wouid be reversed 
by a higher court. In other words. 
they said only hope sustained me. 
and without this hope to ding to . 1 
wouid eollapse But 1 had no more 
föith in the higher courts than 1 
had mthe lower courts, and I was 
prepared u? stay in isolaüon for 
the entire fifteen vears. This w f as 
something theyconsisiently failed 
lo understand, 

Very few people in America 
have any deep perception of 
conditions and ireatmenl in pris- 
ons For an obvious reason: the 
outhorities, w r hu have total enn- 
trui of the situatiën, see to ie thnl 
the public is not told the trulh. 
Prisoners cannol cnmmumcate 
freely and privately with the 
nmside. 

MOST PEOPLE 

Therefore, what most people 
know about prisons is what the 
authorities want them to hear. 
M illiüns of peopte w^ere surprised 
and shocked by the assossination 
of Com rade George Jackson and 
the ma asa c re at Attica because 
they do nol understand huw 
oppressive even the best prisons 
are. 

1 have often pondered the 
simiiarily between prison experi- 
ence and the slave experience of 
Black people. Both Systems in¬ 
vol ve exploitation; the slnve 
received no compensation for the 
wealth he produced, and the 
prboner is expected to produce 
marketablé gwxis for what a- 
mounts to no compensation. 

Slaven’ and prison life share n 
complete lack of freedom of 
mnvement The power of those in 
authority is total, and they expeet 
deference from these under their 
domination. Just as in the days of 
slavery, constant surveillance and 
observation are part of prison 
experiencé. and il Inmates de- 
veiop meaningfu! and revotulion- 
ary friendships among them- 
sehres. these tics are broken by 
inslatut lortal transfers, jusl as tho 
slavema$u>r hmke up families.

COMMISSION ON tlVIL RI6HTSINVESTIGATES HOLLYWOOD 


100 BIAS 


I Hollywood, Cnlif.i - Eighl 
ycars alter the federal govejm- 
mom ' initial invesligation of job 
diacnminolion in Hollywood, the 
U $. Commhsion on Civil Rights 
recciuly heid an all-day hearing 
in Los Angeles on omptoymenl 
npportunities for rmnoritius and 
womon in the movie mdustry. 

The Commissioii's predeces- 
sor. the Equal Employment Op- 
portunity Commisskm 1EEOEJ, 
turned in an Academy Award- 
winning presentfltion in 1969. and 
the eurrent invesügütión runs ihe 
danger of repenling the aame 
mistakes as the government's 

umiwnrded show eighl years 
past. To fully oppreciaie' this 

year s hearing, a review of the 
1969 episode is in order: 

In the spring of 19Ê9. EEOC 
ennducted a iwo-dny hearing on 
hïring praclices in ihe movie and 
television industries that showt 1 d 
that America's luest octors are 
not in Hollywood, hut in Wash¬ 
ington. 

The mvesUgatïon, which un- 
covered a dear pattem of employ- 
ment discrimination. set Holly¬ 
wood into a Irembiing panic. 
V&riuty prcdicted that the hearing 
wou ld Eead to '*the biggesi 
uphenval in the ïïollywood film 
induatry in decades." But the 
ultimale effect of the EEOC 
imesLigaticm was mucir leSa 
dramatic than Hollywood feared. 
It proved to be nnlhing more than 
a M publicity stunt, 

[n 1970, the motion picture 
studios, ielevisiun networks and 
Hollywood craft locals signed u 
'volontary ogreement" to bring 
more minorities mto the enter- 
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Fomous Black movie stars in uarious portrayais. Presently, the film 
industry ik ander another im estigation for emplayment bias. 


tainment industn's exdusive h- 
bor pool Thi; agreement. which 
EEOC negotiated with Attomey 
General John MitchelTs Justice 
Department, lacked the legal 
force of a consent decree. 

The latest federal figures show 
that the agreement did virtually 
nothing to change the racia! and 
sexual make-up of Hollywood's 
work force. Retween I97öand 1975 
employment of Blacks in the 
motinn picture industry actually 
feil frtim 9.3 per cent to 6.6 per 
cent, Ernploymeni of women 
dunng that same period dropped 
from 36.7 per cent to 31.4 per 
cent The percentages for Asian- 
A m e r ica na, Mex ican - America n s 
and Native Americans were rela- 
lively unchonged. 

Now. eight years later, the 
Commiasion on Civil Rights has 
subpoenaed officials of three ma¬ 
jor studios — PpramciunlPiciures, 
Warner Brothers, and 20th Cen- 
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tury Fox - and the International 
Alliance of Theatrical Stage Km* 
ployees IIATSE), which repre- 
sents sorne I6 P OOfl Hollywood 
craftworkers. 

Studio officials claimed that 
significant progress had been 
made in recent years to end 
discrimmntion RnhertL, Proctor, 
Paramount's directer of person- 
nel r conceded, howevw* that the 
studio had no affirmalivi' action 
plan unlil 1976. Paramount stdJ 
does nol set ernploymeni gOahs 
for women and minorities in the 
craft cotegories. 

PRIM4RY target 

As the hearing progressed it 
became clear that the Gommis* 
sion's primary targel was the 
movie industry s '‘experience 
roster'' hiring sysiem^ Under 
their bargaining agreement with 
IATSE, film studios must employ 
everyone on the craft loc als 
rosters before they can EU a job 
open ui g with someonc ebe. 

Studio officials claim that they 
piek the nanies of women and 
minorities off the rosters as often 
as posaible. Since few r non- 
Whiles and femaJes have man- 
aged to gèt onto the select labor 
lists, howevor, few get hïred.

But by 
the time Home stopped ut a 
restaurant ïnerinfer wiLh a friend. 
the two wonnen begon to gei 
suspicirius. 

They knew sorneLhing was 
wrang when they then set out on 
a back road heading in the 
nppo^i te direct ion of Attanta.. The 
two dumunded Home stop the 
car, got out and walked bock to 
the restaurant.

Hm Home, unwilling tn give up 
so énsily, pursued them. Süll 
ptising as a detective, he threat- 
ened their nirest if they didn't gel 
back into the car 
Once on the road agmn. “He 
hegan to isexuaJIy) threaten us.”

U>ld iis he was goïng to ‘fuck us 
both.' " 

Ms. Todd, hysterica!, jumped 
out of tho car and ran. Home 
pulled out his shotgun. Woods 
struggled with him, managed to 
grab the shot gun away and shot 
him- The two took carfare money 
from Home s wallet and left. 

The nexl day they w i ere both 
nrrested. charged with murder 
and urmod robbery and im- 
pnsoned in Wheeler County Jail 
In the court bjittles that ensued, 
defense attomeys succeeded in 
squashing a grand ]ury indkt- 
ment against the tivo after the 
jury commissioner s racism was 
exposed. 

The coiïitrijssioner told Ms. 
Todd s lawyer. Mtllttrd farmer, 
there weren't more Blncks on the 
grand jury becuuse ”there aren't 
enough colored people that have 
enough senso to seme on a grand 
Jury.

The jury was unwilling lo 
accept the proseculion's insist- 
enct? ihat Hornes duath was 
pnemeditated, Hut tt was equally 
unwiUing to vote for acquit tal. 
OriginaïK deadUx'ked on the 
verdict it found Ms, Todd guiUy 
of o relntiveïy minor chnrge and 
Ms. Woods guilty of manslaughl-

- A former 
Black employee of the office of 
Alameda County District At- 
tomey Lowell Jensen has filed a 
fotir miJlion dollar bias lawsuit 
agoinst Jenson and the Oakland 
Police Department 1DPOI, 

In her suil, Ms. Barham Mason 
charges Jensen. Dunatd McWiJ- 
liams. and Robert Gemard of the 
D.A.s office and Li, Connie 
Blevins and Sgt. Clay Campbells 
of the OPD with: 

•Conspiracy; 

•Baciöi discrimination and re- 
tnliation; 

•Defamation of charactcr: 

•Damages; 

•Wrongfuï termination of em* 
ployment; 

•Violatkm of the 1965 Civil 
Rights Act; and 

•Retoiiationi from a civil rights 
lawsuit. 

Ms. Mason, was employed by 
Ihe D.A.'s office from July + 1974, 
to April 16 of this year when she 
was unjustly fired. She contends 
that her firing came as a direct 
re suil of her filing n raciaJ 
discriminatjon complaint againal 
Jensen's office on March 9, 1976. 

Her fïring came ofter she w r os 
fotlnd gniliy on dubious charges 
of giving false Information to 
a police officer. for which she was 
fined$7t dollars and placod on 90 


days probation Ms.. Mason 
charges that Jensen ennspired 
wdLh OPD Chief Georgc Hart and 
the departmenl to concoct o 
criminal case againsi her to 
fadfilnte ihe tertninntion of her 
employment. 

At a press conference held last 
week, Ms. Mason explained thot 
on March 29 of thia year, 
Inspeclor Dona ld .Mc Williams was 
directed by Jensen to work wiLh 
Lt, Connie Blevins to creato n 
case against her. On that day, 
Ms. Mason" s car was mgged and 
towed off private property (w-here 
she hod been parking her car for 
two vearsj, and the Black steno- 
grap her was then harassed by 
police over the regiairation of the 
vehicle. 

When the case went Lo court* 
Ms. Mason was wrongfully con- 
victed of giving false Information 
lo a police officer while another 
charge of parking on public 
grounds was dismissed. 

Trial judge Koderic Duncan 
charged that the police acted 
illegallv by towïng Ms. Mnson s 
car sinco R w^as not on public 
property. As Duncan explained, 
the öwner of private property is 
the only person who bas the right 
to maké a complaint to tag or tow 
a vehicle on his grounds. 

The damage had been done, 


however, as Jensen, — who made 
a name for himself by frainmg 
Black Panther Party leader Huey 
P Newton in 1968 on charges of 
kiflinga. White racist Oakland cop 
— fired Ms. Mason on April 18 
due to hcr conviction. 

Jensen hus been under fire 
from federah state and COünty 
law enforement agencies to com- 
ply wlth affirmative action em- 
ployment procedures since the 
time Ms. Mason fileri her bias 
complaint last year The Law 
Enforcement Assistance Admim 
istration ifLEAA), the Califomia 
F^ir Employment Practices Ad^ 


minbtralion (FE PA] and the 
Alameda County Office of Com- 
mlssion Administration (ÖCA| 
have atl given Jensen speeïfie 
directions to elimnaie the racism 
in hisoffice, 

Jensen has been directed by 
the Aiameda County O CA to 
establish an Affirmative Action 
Advisory Committec to re view 
the practices of his office. The 
district attorncy was given a 
deadline of March 11 ofthisyearto 
comply with the order. As with 
olher directives conceming raciaJ 
discrimination in his office, Jèn- 

sen has tally ignored this order
